The charming building 
was constructed of the 
typical materials ot the 
time, which included 
coral rock and lime¬ 
stone, cemented with the 
adobe particular to the island. 

Presently in a deplorable state, 
it is the goal of the congregation 
and pastor co renovate and con¬ 
vert it into a chapel available to 
all. whether adhering to a par¬ 
ticular faith or not. It will be a 
place to enjoy quiet, personal 
reflection. The natural charm 
and simplicity of the architec¬ 
ture lends itself perfectly to this 
pu rpose. Th e u It I m at e goal i s t o 
provide a convenient respite of 
spiritual contemplation and re¬ 


freshment in the mornings, before most 
start their hectic work day. 

The fu nds required tor restoring the 
old church to its original glory is pra-

The Protestant Church has 
already donated 100,000 Aruban florins.

ORANJESTAD — The Cas 
Animat Foundation of Aru ¬ 
ba is dedicated to rescuing 
abandoned, and abused dogs 
off island streets, ideally to 
be placed in a good home. 
No matter how badly in¬ 
jured or weaken by diseased, 
Gas Animal founder, Kirst¬ 
en Arndt, has discovered 
hundreds of times over tit at 
with proper medical care, 
they can be rehabilitated to 
be a wonderful friend to a 
loving person. Often, their 
afflictions are only super¬ 
ficial. but rendering them 
unattractive, which is no 
reason, in Kirsten's opinion, 
to deprive them of a happy 
life and the chance to be a 
Loyal, loving companion. 
Kirsten also maintains an 
animal ambulance, and can 
be contacted to repo it a dog 
in distress at any time. 

A driving goal, at pres¬ 
ent, is to build Aruba's first 
no-kill animal shelter, but 
the primary puipose ot the 
foundation, aside from pro¬ 
viding a home for the un¬ 
wanted, is to place the res¬ 
cued dogs in foving homes. 
For the last six months Gas 
Animal has been experi¬ 
encing exceptional success 
along this lines. Soon, it will 
seek a home for a tenacious 
little guy who has struggled 
to survive and been tempo¬ 
rarily named “Bully.'' 

Everyone who the foun¬ 
dation interacts with daily 
has gotten to know tins tiny 
little tough guy as Kirstan 
is required to keep him with 
[ter at all times to keep up 
his feeding schedule. He was 
one of four puppies born to 
a bad mother, who was in— 

f rained in the practice of 
tiling her newborn pups 


and eating them. As horri¬ 
ble as it sounds, it is not the 
natural maternal practice of 
canines, and lack of proper 
care during her pregnancy 
probably left her starving 
and contributed greatly to 
this terrible situation. Some 
theories speculate it is also 
because the mother had a 
fitter too young as well, and 
this was the dog's third such 
fitter. Sh e had done the same 
with her first two litters. 
Ob viously, this is a dog that 
should be spayed immedi¬ 
ately. 

Fortunately. concerned 
neighbors heard the pup¬ 
pies cries of distress and 
removed them from the 
mother before she coll id 
decimate the entire fitter. 
Four day-old puppies were 
rescued and C as Animal was 
called. Unfortunately, being 
taken away trolu the natu¬ 
ral immunity gained from 
drinking their mother's 
tut Ik leaves the puppies veiy r 
vulnerable to any disease 
that is fatal to dogs. Despite 
constant care, three of the 
puppies did not make it, but 
now, weeks later, Bully is 
tenaciously holding on and 
thriving. His eyes have fully 
opened, he is very lively and 
active, and thinks of human 
beings as his natural mother, 
so will make a wonderful pet 
when old enough. Prior to 
lacing him in a home, the 
oundation would see he at 
least has his first and most 
important vaccinations, and 
how he fares once they are 
done. Anyone interested tn 
accepting him into their 
home when he is ready 
to start switching over to 
proper food, can contact the 
foundation at 742-3732.

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Pope in hot water over ‘personal’ 
phone calls 

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope Francis's habit of picking up the phone and cold 
calling people who write to him is landing the Vatican in hot water and spokesman 
Federico Lombardi has had enough. 

Lombardi said on Thursday the calls were part of the pope’s “personal pastoral 
relationships” and “do not in any way form a part of the pope’s public activities” 

The spokesman said media reports about the phone calls have been “a source of 
misunderstanding and confusion”. 

The statement follows reports about a phone call that Francis apparently made to 
a woman in Argentina who had complained her parish priest would not grant her 
Holy Communion because she had divorced and remarried. 

Francis was quoted by the woman’s husband as saying that the issue was being 
"looked at” in the Vatican and that divorcees who take Holy Communion “ate 
d oing nothing bad” 

Catholic rules currently ban divorcees from taking Holy Communion, the 
spiritual high point of the mass, although the doctrine is in practice widely flouted 
by parishes. 

The pope has previously been reported making calls from the practical to the 
intense, including calling his newsagent in Buenos Aires to cancel a subscription 
and comforting a mother grieving over her murdered daughter. 

The Vatican rarely makes official comment on reports oT the cal’s, which often 
rely solely on the person in question saying that they have been called by the pope 
— who has been dubbed “the cold call pope”by the tabloids. 
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FBI informant linked 


to hacking of foreign 
websites: report 


WASHINGTON (AFP) 

- A hacker who became 
all informant for the FBI 
directed hundreds of cyber 
attacks against the web¬ 
sites of foreign govern¬ 
ments, including Brasil, 
Iran, Pakistan, Syria and 
Turkey, the New York 
Times reported Thursday. 

] t w as unclear w het h e r 
the FBI explicitly ordered 
the digital attacks, but court 
documents and interviews 
suggest k ’that the govern¬ 
ment may have used hack¬ 
ers to gather intelligence 
overseas. 1 ’the Times wrote. 

The figure at the center 
of the case is Hector 
Xavier Mon segur, who 
had become a prominent 
hacker w ith the activist 
group Anonymous, which 
has staged cyber assaults 
on MasterCard, PayPal and 
other commercial and gov¬ 
ernment targets. 

Mousegur was arrested 
by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and became 
an informant, helping the 


law enforcement agency 
identify other members of 
Anony mous. 

Monsegur instructed 
a fellow hacker, Jeremy 
Hammond, to extract data 
from a long list of for¬ 
eign government websites. 
And then that information 
-- which included bank 
records and login details 
— was upload edto a server 
“monitored" by the FBI, the 
Times reported, citing court 
papers.

E-cigarettes to be regulated 
under new US plan 



WASHINGTON AFP) 

- US regulators proposed 
new restrictions Thurs¬ 
day on tbe soaring $2 bil¬ 
lion market in e-cigarettes, 
which until now have been 
tree from ted era I oversight. 

The changes would a:so 
apply to other, previous¬ 
ly unregulated tobacco 
products, including cigars,

The proposal by the US 
Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) would bring 
t h ese products u nd er ma ny 
of the same rules that al¬ 
ready apply to traditional 


cigarettes. 

Seilers would oe required 
to enforce a minimum age 
restriction on th ose who 
wish to buy tbe products, 
including requiring identi¬ 
fication. 

Companies would be 
barred from banding out 
tree samples, and wou Id be 
required to ihc lude health 
warning .abels and to seek 
FDA approval before mar¬ 
keting a hew product, 

They would have to reg¬ 
ister with the FDA and 


provide details about tbeir 
ingredients. 

And they would be pre¬ 
vented from advertising a 
lower health risk, compared 
to traditional cigarettes, 
unless tbe FDA confirms 
scientific evidence backing 
up the claim. 

I£ Tobacco-related disease 
and death is one of the most 
critical public hea Ith chal¬ 
lenges before the FDA/’ 
said Mitch Ze.ler, director 
of that agency's Center tor 
Tob ac c o T to du ct s. 

But the rules do not re¬ 
strict advertising of e-cig¬ 
arettes, nor do they ban 
tbe special flavors, such as 
Cherry Crush or Choco¬ 
late Treat, that some say are 
designed to appeal to chiD 
d ren.

Morocco wind farm, Africa’s biggest, starts generating power 




TAJ<FAYA (AFP) - Africa's largest wind farm, at Tarfiya in 
southwestern Morocco, has staixed generating electricity and 
will be capable of meeting the electricity needs ot several hun¬ 
dred thousand people, officials say. 

Installed on 10,000 hectares (24.700 acres) along the wind¬ 
blown southern Atlantic coast, the SO-metre (260 feet) high tur¬ 
bines, 131 in all, will be hilly operational in October and produce 
up to 300 megawatts ot electricity. 

The North African kingdom has no hydrocarbon reserves of 
its own and hopes to cover 42 percent of its energy needs with 
renewable sources by 2020. It has launched a plan to produce 
4,000 MW from wind and sola i power. 

Last year, Morocco officially launched the construction of a 
160-megawatt solar power plant near the desert city of Ouar- 
zazate, which is slated for completion next year. 

Work started in Taifaya at the beginning of 2013, and SS of the 
131 turbines have now been erected, according to Mohammed Sebti. 
Moroccan him Nareva Holding is carrying out the project in part¬ 
nership with Fiance’s GDF Suez. 

Forty-four turbines have been connected to the grid, with the first 
kilowatts delivered earlier this month, Sebti told an AFP journalist at 
the site. 

Production will continue to rise, with its "full commissioning to be 
completed in October as planned, 11 he added. 

Costing around 500 million euros ($690 million), die wind farm 
will be the continent's biggest, surpassingEdtiopia's Asliegoda proj¬ 
ect, with its &4 turbines and 120-megawatt capacity. 


It will save 900,000 tonnes of CQ2 a year, according to GDF 
The southwest is the focus of Morocco’s wind plans, with the 
smaller Akhfennir plant, around 100 kilometres to the east ot Taifaya, 
already producing 100 MW from 60 turbines. 

The Taifaya region lies on the edge ol Western Sahara, a disputed 
territory larger than the United Kingdom, most of which is under 
Moroccan control, but with the Algeria-based Polisario Front cam¬ 
paigning for independence since 1973. 

A 50 MW wind farm ahead) r exists at Foum el Otied, near Western 
Sahara's main city of Laayoune, and other projects are planned, ac¬ 
cording to Morocco’s Economic, Social and Environmental Council. 

But attracting foreign firms to participate in the kingdom s wi lid 
plans for the territory will be harder than in Morocco itself 


Diabetes research: good news tor caffeine addicts? 






PARIS ’ AF: - People who boosted their coffee 
intake by "moderate to larjEre doses tti a US-based 

/ w 

study had a lower risk for adult-onset diabetes 
than those with stable consumption, researchers 
said Friday. 

An analysis of studies that tracked the diet and 
lifestyles of more than 120,000 health sector 
workers, showed that those who increased their 
daily caffeine dose by about 1.5 cups a day over a 
lour-year period had an 11-percent lower chance 
in the subseq Lie lit ton r years ot developing type 
2 diabetes, the team found. 

This was in comparison to those whose intake 
remained constant. 
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“Furthermore, those who had mod¬ 
erate co large decreases in intake 
(abouc two cups a day) had an IS 
percent higher risk, ’ a research ream 
in Diabetologia, che journal of die 
European Association for che Study of 
Diabetes. 

Those with the highest cof¬ 
fee consumption, three cups or 
more per clay, had the lowest 
risk of type 2 diabetes — 37 
percent lower than those who 
consumed a cup or less per day, 
said the paper, backing other 
studies that linked coffee to 
lower diabetes risk. 

The findings were based on 
monitoring more rhan 95,000 


women enrolled in two nurses’ health 
studies in che United States, and nearly 
2S.000 male participants in a separate 
health professionals study. 

It measured their consumption patterns 
for four years, and then looked at subse¬ 
quent diagnoses of type 2 diabetes. 

The outcome may reflect a “true 
change in risk", but may also be explained 
by people cutting out coflee after being 
diagnosed with conditions like high 
blood pressure or elevated cholesterol 
associated with risk for rype 2 diabetes, 
said the study authors — one of whom 
had received funding from coffee-vend¬ 
ing company Nesiec for a different study. 

Experts who analysed the new research for 
the Science Media Centre, said the team had 
merely evaluated potential short-term benefits 
and provided no evidence thar long-term coffee 
intake lowered diabetes risk.

Karim Tjenzema scored the only goal of 
the game on 19 minutes from one ot a se¬ 
nes of Mad rid counter-attacks in the first- 
half th at caught the European champions 
wanting at the back. 

“Madrid have at hi etes. They are loot- 
bailers, but they are real athletes, !1 said the 
former Barcelona boss after suffering his 
nrst defeat in eight games as a coach at the 
Santiago Bernabeu. 

,l It is easy to say we need to play more 
vertically but the quicker we move the ball 
forward, the quicker it comes back and 
that can be very dangerous for us.” 

Bayern enjoyed 63 percent ot the pos¬ 
session, but failed to create many clear- 
cut opportunities as Madrid defended in 
numbers. 

And Guard iola expects more oft he same 
when his side try to turn the tie around on 
home soil at the Allianz Arena on Tuesday. 

”1 think the next game will be exactly 
the same. We need to control their count¬ 
er-attacks, but it is a question ot finding 
the right balance. 

“Madrid are a complete team and it is 
true that not scoring away from home 
makes the tie very difficult. 

“However, we will oe at home, with our 
tans behind us, and we will give every¬ 


thing to reach the final.” 

Re al boss Carlo Ancelotti admitted he 
didn’t like h avingto relinquish control of 
tlie ball for large spells to the Germans, 

However, -List as in Madrid’s Copa del 
Rey victory over Barcelona last weeks the 
Italian believed his side had played to their 
strengths, 

,l I don't like to give up the ball. It is clear 
that you cannot control the ball tor the 
w hole game, but especially against Barca 
Bayern it is very diiTicuJt to control it. 

“Football, though, is not just about pos¬ 
session, but defending, counter-attacks 
and many other things. What we had to¬ 
night was the sacrifice ot the players, but I 
don’t like not having the bal. because you 
have less chance to score.” 

Ancelotti had recalled World Player of 
the Year Cristiano Ronaldo to his starting 
line-up after four games out through in¬ 
jury. 

‘ file Portuguese was involved in the 
build up to the goal and had another glar¬ 
ing opportunity to make it 2-0 when he 
blasted over soon att er before being re¬ 
placed by Gareth Bale with 20 minutes

Ancelotti admitted Ronaldo's withdraw¬ 
al had been a pre-meditated measure to 
ensure he didn’t run the risk of aggravat¬ 
ing the injury, but expects both he and 
Bale — who had been suffering from flu 
before the game — to be 100 percent fit for 
the return Teg. 


Cuban baseball legend Conrado 
Marrero dies just short of 103rd 
birthday 



HAVANA (AFP) - Cuban baseball legend Conrado Marrero, 
who played m the US big .eagu.es in the 1950s and was the 
oldest living MLB veteran, died Wednesday in Havana just 
two days shy of his 103rd b i rtt hd ay. No c au se o f d e at h wa s 
listed. But at 102. the US major league has said he was its 
oldest living ex-player. Marrero, who hailed from the cen¬ 
tral province of Villa Clara, played with the now-defunct 
Washington Senators from 1950-1954, after getting his (late) 
start in the Cuban league. He became the oldest ex- (US) 
MLB player after the February 2011 death ot Anthony Ma¬ 
linowski, who played with the Brooklyn Dodgers, Marrero 
was often seen as a brilliant pitcher who defied the odd s to 
get there: lie started late — at 27 (in 1933; — and at 1.66 m 
and 75 kilos (5’5” and 165 lbs} physically was on the short 
and lean side to rank with the most powerful hurlers.
